OIL,  GAS  AND  MINERAL  LEASE 

THIS  AGREEMENT  made  this  16th  day  of  November,  2009,  between  Manucher  Nazarian,  Lessor  {whether  one  or  more),  whose  address  is:  757 
8  Avenue,  Fort  Worth,  TX  76104,  and  XTO  Energy  Inc.,  whose  address  is:  810  Houston  St,  Fort  Worth,  Texas  76102,  Lessee,  WTTNESSETH" 

1.  Lessor,  in  consideration  of  ten  dollars  and  other  valuable  consideration,  receipt  of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  of  the  covenants  and 
agreements^  Lessee  hereinafter  contained,  does  hereby  grant,  tease  and  let  unto  Lessee  the  land  covered  hereby  Tor  the  purposes  and  with  the 
exclusive  nant  of  explonra,  dnllinq  mining  and  operating  for,  producing  and  owning  oil,  gas,  sulphur  and  all  other  minerals  (whether  or  not  similar  to 
those  mentioned),  together  wrthlhe  right  to  mate  surveys  on  said  land,  lay  pipe  lines,  establish  and  utilize  facilities  for  surface  or  subsurface 
disposal  of  saltwater,  construct  roads  and  bridges,  dig  canals,  build  tanks,  power  stations,  telephone  lines,  employee  houses  and  other  structures 
on  said  (and,  necessary  or  useful  in  Lessee's  operations  in  exploring,  drilling  for,  producing,  treating,  storing  and  transporting  minerals  produced 
from  the  land  covered  hereby  or  any  other  land  adjacent  thereto.  The  (and  covered  hereby,  herein  called  "said  land,"  is  located  in  the  County  of 
Tarrant,  State  of  Texas,  and  is  described  as  follows:

dated  7722/1981,  recorded  in  Instrument  D181045582,  Official  Records,  Tarrant  County, Texas 


This  lease  also  covers  and  includes,  in  addition  to  that  above  described,  ail  land,  if  any.  contiguous  or  adjacent  to  or  adjoining  the  land  above 
described  and  (a)  owned  or  claimed  by  Lessor  by  limitation,  prescription,  possession,  reversion,  after-acquired  title  or  unrecorded  instrument  or  (b) 
as  to  whtch  Lessor  has  a  preference  ngM  erf  acquisition.  Lessor  agrees  to  execute  any  supplemental  instrument  requested  by  Lessee  for  a  more 
complete  or  accurate  descjtotton  of  saidland.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  any  bonus  or  other  payment  hereunder,  said  land  shall 
be  deemed  to  contain  0.35235  acres,  whether  actuaHy  containing  more  ortess,  and  the  above  recital  of  acreage  in  any  tract  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  true  acreage  thereof.  Lessor  accepts  the  bonus  as  lump  sum  consideration  for  mis  lease  and  all  rights  and  options  hereunder. 

2.  Unless  sooner  terminated  or  longer  kept  in  force  under  other  provisions  hereof,  this  lease  shal  remain  in  force  for  a  term  of 
3    years  from  the  date  hereof,  hereinafter  called  "primary  term,"  and  as  long  thereafter  as  operations,  as  hereinafter  defined,  are  conducted 

upon  sa»d  land  with  no  cessation  for  more  than  ninety  (90)  consecutive  days. 

3.  As  royalty,  Lessee  covenants  and  agrees:  (a)  To  defver  to  the  credit  of  Lessor,  in  the  pipe  line  to  which  Lessee  may  connect  Its  wells,  the 
equal  25%  part  of  ail  oil  produced  and  saved  by  Lessee  from  said  land,  or  from  time  b  time,  at  the  option  of  Lessee,  to  pay  Lessor  the 
average  posted  market  price  of  such  25%  part  of  such  oil  at  the  welis  asofthedayitisrunto  thepipe  Ine  or  storage  tanks.  Lessor's  interest, 
in  either  case,  to  bear  25%  ofthecost  of  treating  oil  to  render  it  marketable  pipe  line  oH;  (b)  To  pay  Lessor  on  gas  and  casinghead  gas 
produced  from  said  land  (1}  when  sold  by  Lessee  25%  of  the  amount  realized  by  Lessee,  computed  at  the  mouth  of  the  well,  or  (2) 
when  used  by  Lessee  off  said  land  or  in  the  manufacture  of  gasoline  or  other  products,  the  market  value,  at  the  mouth  of  the  wefl,  of  25%  of 
such  gas  and  casinghead  gas;  (c)  To  pay  Lessor  on  aN  other  minerals  mined  and  marketed  or  utized  by  Lessee  from  said  land,  one-tenm  ertner  in 
kind  or  value  at  the  wei  or  mine  at  Lessee's  election,  except  that  on  sulphur  mined  and  marketed  (he  royalty  shaH  be  one  dollar  ($1 .00)  per  long 
ton.  If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  primary  term  or  at  any  time  or  times  thereafter,  there  is  any  well  on  said  land  or  on  lands  with  which  said  land  or 
any  portion  thereof  has  been  pooled,  capable  of  producing  oil  or  gas,  and  all  such  weHs  are  shut-in,  this  lease  shall,  nevertheless,  continue  in 
force  as  though  operations  were  beiig  conducted  on  said  land  for  so  king  as  said  wells  are  shut-in,  and  (hereafter  this  ease  may  be  continued  in 
force  as  if  no  shut-in  had  occurred.  Lessee  covenante  and  agrees  to  use  reasonabtetf 

of  being  produced  from  said  wells,  but  in  tfie  exercise  of  sucndHfcjeroe,  lessee  shtf 

feoifities  and  ordinary  tease  feciities  of  flow  lines,  separator,  and  lease  tank,  and  snail  not  be  requied  to  settle  labor  trouble  or  to  market  gas  upon 
terms  unacceptable  to  Lessee.  If,  at  any  time  or  times  after  the  expiration  of  the  primary  term,  all  such  wells  are  shut-in  for  a  period  of  ninety 
consecutive  days,  and  during  such  time  there  are  no  operations  on  said  land,  then  at  or  before  the  expiration  of  said  ninety  day  period,  Lessee 
shall  pay  or  tender,  by  check  or  draft  of  Lessee,  as  royalty,  a  sum  equal  to  one  dolar  ($1 .00)  for  each  acre  of  land  then  covered  hereby.  Lessee 
shall  mate  like  payments  or  tenders  at  or  before  the  end  of  each  anniversary  of  the  expiration  of  said  ninety  day  period  if  upon  such  anniversary 
this  lease  is  being  continued  in  force  solety  by  reason  of  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph.  Each  such  payment  or  tender  shall  be  made  to  the 
parties  who  at  the  time  of  payment  would  be  entitled  to  receive  (he  royalties  which  would  be  paid  under  this  lease  if  the  wels  were  producing, 
and  may  be  deposited  in  such  bank  as  directed  by  Lessor,  or  its  successors,  which  shaB  continue  as  the  depositories,  regardless  of  changes  in 
the  ownership  of  shut-in  royalty.  If  at  any  time  that  Lessee  pays  or  tenders  shut-in  royalty,  two  or  more  parties  are,  or  daim  to  be,  entitled  to 
receive  same.  Lessee  may,  in  lieu  of  any  other  method  of  payment  herein  provided,  pay  or  tender  such  shut-in  royalty,  in  the  manner  above 
specified,  either  jointly  to  such  parties  or  separately  to  each  in  accordance  with  their  respective  ownerships  thereof,  as  Lessee  may  elect  Any 
payment  hereunder  may  be  made  by  check  or  draft  of  Lessee  deposited  in  the  mail  or  delivered  to  the  party  entitled  to  receive  payment  or  to  a 
depository  bank  provided  for  above  on  or  before  the  last  date  for  payment  Nothing  herein  shall  impair  Lessee's  right  to  release  as  provided  in 
paragraph  5  hereof.  In  the  event  of  assignment  of  this  lease  in  whole  or  in  part,  Gablfty  for  payment  hereunder  shairrest  exclusively  on  the  then 
owner  or  owners  of  this  lease,  severaly  as  to  acreage  owned  by  each. 

4.  Lessee  is  hereby  granted  the  right,  at  its  option,  to  pool  or  unitize  any  land  covered  by  this  lease  with  any  other  land  covered  by  this  lease, 
and/or  with  any  other  land,  lease,  or  leases,  as  to  any  or  afl  minerals  or  horizons,  so  as  to  establish  units  containing  not  more  than  80  surface  acres, 
plus  10%  acreage  tolerance;  provided,  however,  units  may  be  established  as  to  any  one  or  more  horizons,  or  existing  units  may  be  enlarged  as  to 
any  one  or  more  horizons,  so  as  to  contain  not  more  than  640  surface  acres  plus  10%  acreage  tolerance,  if  limited  to  one  or  more  of  the  following: 
(1)  gas,  other  than  casinghead  gas,  (2)  liquid  hydrocarbons  (condensate)  which  are  not  Bquias  in  the  subsurface  reservoir,  (3)  minerals  produced 
from  wells  classified  as  gas  wefls  by  the  conservation  agency  having  jurisdiction.  If  larger  units  than  any  of  those  herein  permitted,  either  at  the 
time  estabisned,  or  after  enlargement  are  permitted  or  requved  under  any  governmemal  rule  or  order,  for  the  driing  or  operation  of  a  wen  at  a 
regular  location,  or  for  obtaining  maximum  aJowabie  from  any  well  to  be  drifted,  drilling,  or  already  driBed,  any  such  unit  may  be  established  or 
enlarged  to  confomi  to  the  size  perm^  Lessee  shall  exercise  said  option  as  to  each  desired  unit 
by  executing  an  instrument  ktentifying  such  unit  and  filing  it  tor  record  in  the  public  office  in  which  this  lease  is  recorded.  Such  unit  shall  become 
effects  as  of  trie  date  provkied  for  w  or  instruments  make  no  such  provision,  then  such  unit 
shall  become  effectives  the  date  su* 

time  and  from  time  to  time  white  this  tease  is  in  force,  and  whether  before  or  after  operations  or  production  has  oeen  estabished  either  on  said 
land,  or  on  the  portion  of  said  land  included  in  the  unit,  or  on  other  land  unitized  therewith-  A  unit  established  hereunder  shal  be  vaW  and  effective 
for  aH  purposes  of  this  tease  even  though  there  may  be  mineral,  royalty,  or  leasehold  interests  in  lands  within  the  unit  which  are  not  effectively 
pooled  or  unitized.  Any  operations  conducted  on  any  part  of  such  unitized  land  shall  be  considered,  for  all  purposes,  except  the  payment  of 
royalty,  operations  conducted  upon  said  tend  under  this  (ease.  There  shal  be  aHocated  to  the  land  covered  by  thus  lease  within  each  such  unit  (or 
to  each  separate  tract  within  the  unit  if  this  lease  covers  separate  tracts  within  the  unit)  that  proportion  of  the  total  production  of  unitized 
minerals  from  the  unit  after  deducting  any  used  in  lease  or  unit  operations,  which  the  number  of  surface  acres  in  such  tend  (or  In  each  such 
separate  tract)  covered  by  this  tease  within  the  unit  bears  to  the  total  number  of  surface  acres  in  the  unit,  and  the  production  so  allocated  shall  be 
considered  for  aH  purposes,  including  payment  ordeSvery  of  royally,  overriding  royalty  and  any  other  payments  out  of  pcwJuctfon.  to  be  frte  entire 
production  of  unitized  minerals  from  the  end  to  which  allocated  in  the  same  manner  as  though  produced  therefrom  under  the  terms  of  this  lease. 
The  owner  of  the  reversionary  estate  of  any  term  royalty  or  mineral  estate  agrees  that  the  accrual  of  royalties  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  or  of 
shut-in  royalties  from  a  well  on  the  unit  shal  satisfy  any  limitation  of  term  requiring  production  of  oil  or  gas.  The  formation  of  any  unit  nereunder 
which  indudes  land  not  covered  by  this  tease  shall  not  have  the  effect  of  exchanging  or  transferring  any  interest  under  this  tease  flrciuding.  without 
imitation,  any  shut-in  royalty  which  may  become  payable  under  this  tease)  between  parties  owning  mtereste  in  land  covered  by  this  tease  and 
parties  owning  interests  in  land  not  covered  by  this  tease.  Nefther  shaH  it  impair  the  right  of  Lessee  to  release  as  provided  in  paragraph  5  hereof, 
except  that  Lessee  may  not  so  release  as  to  lands  within  a  unit  while  there  are  operations  thereon  for  unitized  minerals  unless  afl  pooled  leases 
are  released  as  to  lands  within  the  unit  At  any  time  while  this  lease  is  in  force  Lessee  may  dissolve  any  unit  established  nereunder  by  tiling  for 
record  in  the  public  office  where  this  tease  is  recorded  a  declaration  to  that  effect,  if  at  that  time  there  is  no  unitized  minerals  being  produced  from 
such  unit.  Any  unit  formed  may  be  amended,  re-formed,  reduced  or  enlarged  by  Lessee  at  its  election  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time  after  the 
original  forming  thereof  by  fling  an  appropriate  instrument  of  record  in  the  public  office  in  which  the  pooled  acreage  is  located.  Subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  paragraph  4,  a  unit  once  established  hereunder  shall  remain  in  force  so  long  as  any  lease  subject  thereto  shall  remain  In  force.  If 
mis  lease  now  or  hereafter  covers  separate  tracts,  no  pooling  or  unitization  of  royalty  interests  as  between  any  such  separate  tracts  is  intended 
or  shall  be  implied  or  result  merely  from  the  inclusion  of  such  separate  tracts  within  this  lease  but  Lessee  shall  nevertheless  have  the  right  to 
pool  or  unitize  as  provided  in  this  paragraph  4  with  consequent  allocation  of  production  as  herein  provided.  As  used  in  this  paragraph  4,  the 
words  ''separate  tracf  mean  any  tract  with  royalty  ownership  differing,  now  or  hereafter,  either  as  to  parties  or  amounts,  from  that  as  to  any  other 
part  of  the  leased  premises. 
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 .  5-  Lessee  may  at  anytime  and  from  time  to  time  execute  and  deliver  to  Lessor  or  We  for  record  a  release  or  releases  of  this  lease  as  to  any 

part  or  all  of  said  land  or  of  any  mineral  or  horizon  thereunder,  and  thereby  be  relieved  of  all  obligations,  as  to  the  released  acreage  or  interest 

6.  Whenever  used  in  this  lease  the  word  "operations"  shall  mean  operations  for  any  of  the  following:  preparing  the  driRsite  location  or  access 
^J^^' ^S46*1^'  rewortan9-  recomptetirtg,.  deepening,  sidetracking,  plugging  back  or  repairing  of  a  well  in  search  for  or  in  an 
endeavor  to  obtan^producton  of  oi,  gas,  sulphur  or  other  minerals,  excavating  a  mine,  production  of  oil,  gas,  sufehur  or  other  mineral  whether  or 
not  in  paying  quantities. 

^J^Lessee  shaH  have  the  use,  frafrom  royajhv of  water,  other  than  from  Lessor's  water  weBs,  and  of  oil  and  gas  produced  from  sad  land  in  all 
operations  hereunder  Lessee  shal  have  the  right  at  anytime  to  remove  al  machinery  and  fixtures  placed  on  saBland,  including  the  right  to  draw 
and  remove  casing  No  well  shal  bedrited  nearer  than 200  feet  to  the  house  or  bam  now  on  said  land  without  the  consent  of  the  Lessor  Lessee 
shall  pay  tor  damages  caused  by  its  operations  to  growing  crops  and  timber  on  said  land. 

8.  The  rights  and  estate  of  any  party  hereto  may  be  assigned  from  time  to  time  in  whole  or  in  part  and  as  to  any  mineral  or  horizon.  All  of  the 
covenants,  oBigarjqns,  and  considerations  of  (his  lease  shairextend  to  and  be  binding  upon  the  parties  hereto,  their  heirs,,  successors,  assigns 
and  successive, assigns.  No  change  or  division  m  the  ownership  of  said  land,  royalties,  or  other  moneys,  or  any  part  thereof,  howsoever  effected, 


shall  increase  the  obwations  or  diminish  (he  rights  of  Lessee,  including,  but  notlimited  to.  the  location  and  drilling  of  wells  and  the  measurement 
of  production  Notwithstanding  any  other  actual  or  constructive  knowledge  or  notice  thereof  of  or  to  Lessee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  no 
change  or  division  in  the  ownership  of  said  land  or  of  the  royalties,  or  other  moneys,  or  the  right  to  receive  the  same,  howsoever  effected,  shall 
be  biding  upon  the  then  record  owner  of  this  tease  until  sixty  (60)  days  after  there  has  been  furnished  to  such  record  owner  at  his  or  its  principal 
place  of  busness  by  Lessor  or  Lessor's  heirs,  successors,  or  assigns,  notice  of  such  change  or  division,  supported  by  either  originals  or  duly 
certified  cooes  of  the  instruments  which  have  been  properly  filed  for  record  and  which  evidence  such  change  or  division,  and  of  such  court 
records  and  proceedings,  transcripts,  or  other  documents  as  shall  be  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  such  reconfowner  to  establish  the  validity  of 
such  change  or  division,  ff  any  such  change  in  ownership  occurs  by  reason  of  the  death  of  the  owner,  Lessee  may.  nevertheless  pay  or  tender 
such  royalties,  or  other  moneys,  or  part  thereof,  to  the  credit  of  the  decedent  in  a  depository  bank  provided  for  above. 

9.  In  the  event  Lessor  considers  that  Lessee  has  not  complied  with  ail  its  obligations  hereunder,  both  express  and  implied.  Lessor  shaH  notify 
Lessee  in  writing,  setting  out  specifically  in  what  respects  Lessee  has  breached  this  contract  Lessee  shall  then  have  sixty  {60)  days  after  receipt 
of  said  notice  within  which  to  meet  or  commence  to  meet  all  or  any  part  of  me  breaches  alleged  by  Lessor.  The  service  of  said  notice  shaH  be 
precedent  to  trtebrtnp^  of  any  act^  shall  be  brought  until  the  lapse  of  sixty  (60)  days 
after  service  of  such  notice  on  Lessee.  Neither  the  service  of  said  notice  nor  the  doing  of  any  acts  by  Lessee  aimed  to  meet  all  or  any  of  the 
aleged  breaches  shal  be  deemed  an  admission  or  presumption  that  Lessee  has  tailed  to  perform  all  its  obligations  hereunder  If  this  lease  is 
canceled  for  any  cause,  it  shal  nevertheless  rerriah  in  tbroe  and  eflefl 

to  constitute  a  drling  or  maximum  alowabie  unit  under  applicable  governmental  regulations,  (but  in  no  event  less  that  forty  acres),  such  acreage 
to  be  designated  by  Lessee  as  nearly  as  practicable  in  the  form  of  a  square  centered  at  the  well,  or  in  such  shape  as  then  existing  spacing  rules 
require;  and  (2)  any  part  of  said  land  included  in  a  pooled  unit  on  which  there  are  operations.  Lessee  shall  also  have  such  easements  on  saw  land 
as  are  necessary  to  operations  on  the  acreage  so  retained  and  shall  not  be  required  to  move  or  remove  any  existing  surface  facilities  necessary 
or  convenient  for  current  operations. 

10.  Lessor  hereby  warrants  and  agrees  to  defend  title  to  said  land  against  the  claims  of  aH  persons  whomsoever.  Lessor's  rights  and 
interests  hereunder  shal  be  charged  primarily  with  any  mortgages,  taxes  or  other  fens,  or  interest  and  other  charges  on  said  land,  but  Lessor 
agrees  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  pay  or  reduce  same  for  Lessor,  either  before  or  after  maturity,  and  be  subrogated  to  the 
rights  of  the  holder  thereof  and  to  deduct  amounts  so  paid  from  royalties  or  other  payments  payable  or  which  may  become  payable  to  Lessor 
and/or  assigns  under  this  lease.  If  this  lease  covers  a  less  interest  in  the  ol.  gas,  sulphur,  or  other  minerals  in  all  or  any  part  of  said  land  than  the 
entire  and  undivided  fee  simple  estate  (whether  Lessor's  interest  is  herein  specified  or  not),  or  no  interest  therein,  then  the  royalties  and  other 
moneys  accruing  from  arty  part  as  to  which  (his  lease  covers  less  than  such  fol  interest,  shal  be  paid  only  in  the  proportion  which  the  interest 
therein,  if  any  covered  by  thfe  lease,  bears  to  the  whole  and  undivided  fee  simple  estate  therein.  All  royalty  interest  covered  by  this  lease  (whether 
or  not  owned  by  Lessor)  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  royalty  herein  provided.  This  lease  shall  be  binding  upon  each  party  who  executes  it  without 
regard  to  whether  A  is  executed  by  all  those  named  herein  as  Lessor. 

11  If,  whie  this  lease  is  in  force,  at  or  after  the  expiration  of  the  primary  term  hereof,  it  is  not  being  continued  in  force  by  reason  of  the  shut-in 
wed  provisions  of  paragraph  3  hereof,  and  Lessee  is  not  conducting  operations  on  said  land  by  reason  of  (1 )  any  law,  order,  rule  or  regulation, 
(whether  or  not  subsequently  determined  to  be  invalid)  or  (2)  any  other  cause,  whether  similar  or  dissimilar,  (except  financial)  beyond  the 
reasonable  control  of  Lessee,  the  primary  term  hereof  shall  be  extended  until  the  first  anniversary  date  hereof  occurring  ninety  (90)  or  more 
days  following  the  removal  of  such  delaying  cause,  and  this  tease  may  be  extended  thereafter  by  operations  as  rf  such  delay  had  not  occurred. 

12.  Lessor  agrees  that  this  lease  covers  and  hdudes  any  and  all  of  Lessor's  rights  in  and  to  any  existing  weH(s)  and/or  wellbore(s)  on  said 
larid,  otf^  than  exiting  water  wells,  ar^ 

deemed  the  same  as  the  drifing  of  a  new  well. 

13.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in  this  lease,  at  the  option  of  Lessee,  which  may  be  exercised  by  Lessee 
giving  notice  to  Lessor,  a  well  which  has  been  drilled  and  Lessee  intends  to  frac  shall  be  deemed  a  well  capable  of  producing  in  paying 
quantities  and  the  date  such  well  is  shut-in  shall  be  when  the  drilling  operations  are  completed. 

14.  As  a  result  of  land  development  in  the  vicinity  of  said  land,  governmental  rules  or  ordinances  regarding  well  sites,  and/or  surface 
restrictions  as  may  be  set  forth  in  this  lease  and/or  other  leases  in  the  vicinity,  surface  locations  for  well  sites  in  the  vicinity  may  be  limited 
and  Lessee  may  encounter  difficulty  securing  surface  location(s)  for  drilling,  reworking  or  other  operations.  Therefore,  since  drilling, 
reworking  or  other  operations  are  either  restarted  or  not  allowed  on  said  land  or  other  leases  in  the  vicinity,  it  is  agreed  that  any  such 
operations  conducted  at  a  surface  location  off  of  said  land  or  off  of  lands  with  which  said  land  are  pooled  in  accordance  with  this  lease, 
provided  that  such  operations  are  associated  with  a  directional  well  for  the  purpose  of  drilling,  reworking,  producing  or  other  operations 
under  said  land  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  shall  for  purposes  of  this  lease  be  deemed  operations  conducted  on  said  land.  Nothing 
contained  in  this  paragraph  is  intended  to  modify  any  surface  restrictions  or  pooling  provisions  or  restrictions  contained  in  this  lease, 
except  as  expressly  suited. 

1 5.  It  is  hereby  agreed  and  understood  that  there  shall  be  no  drilling  activities  on  the  surface  of  the  leased  premises  without  the  prior 
written  permission  from  the  surface  owner  of  the  applicable  portion  of  the  leased  premises.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  this  waiver  of 
surface  shall  not  be  construed  as  a  waiver  of  the  rights  of  Lessee  to  utilize  the  subsurface  of  the  leased  premises  under  this  lease,  and 
Lessee  shall  have  the  right  to  exploit,  explore  for,  develop  and  produce  oil,  gas  and  other  covered  minerals  under  this  lease  from  wells 
from  surface  locations  off  the  leased  premises,  including,  but  not  limited  to.  directional  or  horizontal  drilling  activity  which  comes  under  the 
surface  of  the  leased  premises.  This  drilling  surface  waiver  does  not  apply  to  any  surface  rights  associated  with  instruments  other  than 
this  lease.
